The  program  had  been  scheduled 
to  begin  in  July,  but  production 
problems  and  insurance  discussions 
between  manufacturers,  federal 
authorities  and  private  doctors 
caused  the  delay.

These  forms,  describing  risks  and 
giving  other  information  about  the 
vaccine  will  be  included  with  the 
Daily  Universe  later  this  week,  he 
added.  They  must  be  signed  before 
inoculation  to  demonstrate  the 
participant’s  understanding  of  the 
vaccine.  Hopefully,  this  pre-signing 
will'  enable  students  to  get 
immunizations  faster,  the  director 
said'. 

Panic  over  the  projected 
‘epidemic’  is  minimal,  as  revealed  in 
a  Center  for  Disease  Control  Poll, 
which  said  that  of  those  polled 
planned  to  take  the  flu  shot.  Dr. 
Hofheins  said  that  the  BYU 
population  is  largely  healthy,  and 
the  flu  would  most  likely  only 
cause  the  student  a  couple  of  days 
of  missed  classes. 

However,  interest  in  the  shots 
remains  high  and  the  Health  Center 
promises  prompt  and 
widely  distributed  bulletins  about 
the  vaccination  times  and  places, 
concluded  Dr.  Hofheins.

The  BYU  Testing  Center,  though  still 
under  construction,  is  operating  at 
capacity  in  its  new  location  on  the  east 
side  of  the  Harold  B.  Lee  Library, 
according  to  Lewis  J.  Wood,  manager 
of  the  center. 

The  testing  center  now 
accommodates  300  students,  whereas 
the  old  center  in  the  Heber  J.  Grant 
Building  could  only  hold  170  people. 
Wood  said. 

The  center  will  be  fully  automated, 
he  noted.  When  the  rest  of  the  new 
equipment  arrives,  which  should  be 
withta  the  next  month,  the  center  will 
be  able  to  accommodate  students  six 
times  faster. 

Students  will  find  the  only 
acceptable  identification  in  the 
automated  testing  center  will  be  their 
student  I.D.  cards  with  the  bar  code 
label  on  them,  according  to  Wood. 

Construction  of  the  testing  center 
will  be  completed  in  three  weeks,  he 
said.  There  are  still  offices  to  be 
partitioned  and  plug  molding  for 
calculators  to  be  installed.  Wood’s 
office  is  located  in  the  comer  of  the 
main  room  of  the  center. 

Library  constraction  is  on  schedule 
because  of  mild  weather  Provo  has  had 
recently,  said  A1  Nelson,  assistant 
construction  engineer  for  the 
university. 

All  six  floors  of  the  library  are  being 
used  except  a  section  on  the  third 
floor,  said  Nelson. 

“If  the  weather  continues  to 
cooperate,  we  should  have  the  major 
part  completed  within  a  week  to  10 
days,”  he  said.

BYU  students  from  South  Africa  say 
that  America  considers  herself  the 
“Guardian  of  the  West,”  but  has  no 
business  in  the  affairs  of  South  Africa. 

This  was  the  opinion  of  several  South 
African  students  interviewed  by  the 
Daily  Universe. 

U.S.  intervention  in  the  affairs  of 
South  Africa  is  a  “blatant 
contravention  of  a  country’s  right  to 
rule  its  own  internal  affairs,”  said  Anita 
Hughes,  a  graduate  student  in  theater 
and  cinematic  arts  from  Johannesburg, 
South  Africa. 

According  to  Ahsa  Nelson,  a  junior 
in  public  relations  from  Johannesburg, 
“South  Africa  expected  help  from  the 
U.S.  but  not  in  the  manner  she  is 
receiving  it.” 

Communist  inspired 

“The  U.S.  became  involved  because 
it  was  felt  by  many  that  the  riots  and 
unrest  were  Communist  inspired,”  said 
Barbara  Mott,  a  senior  in  public 
relations  from  Port  Elizabeth,  South 
Africa.  “The  rioting  students  were  very 
highly  organized.” 

“If  China  or  Russia  gains  control 
over  South  Africa  they  will  have 
created  the  greatest  monopoly  over 
mineral  resources  ever  conceived,”  said 
Miss  Hughes.  “South  Africa  contains 
one  of  the  world’s  greatest.” 

“The  problem  is  very  complex,”  said 
Miss  Mott,  “I  don’t  think  even  U.S. 
Secretary  of  State  Henry  Kissinger  has 
a  solution.” 

“Kissinger  is  involved  for  personal 
benefits  and  South  Africa  will  do  what 
she  wants  irrespective  of  what  he  says,” 
said  Miss  Hughes. 

An  eventual  adaptation  and  change 


to  a  “separate  but  equal”  policy  by  the 
South  African  government  and  the 
people,  is  the  ideal  solution  to  the 
country’s,  problems,  agreed  the 
students  from  South  Africa. 

Currently  a  policy  of  “apartheid,” 
separatness,  is  in  practice  and 
integration  is  neither  desired  nor 
feasible.  “Neither  the  blacks  nor  the 
whites  want  total  integration,”  said  Miss 
Hughes. 

South  Africa  is  divided 
geographically  into  various  tribal  units 
called  “homelands,”  explained  Miss 
Mott.  By  these  allocated  portions  of 
country  each  tribe  is  able  to  retain  its 
individual  cultures  and  does  not  come 
under  the  subjection  of  another  tribe. 
Each  tribe  has  its  own  chief, 
administrative  head  and  cabinet 
members  of  government.  Separateness 
is  in  practice,  but  equality  is  the  issue 
now,  she  said. 

Blacks  have  no  representation  in  the 
white  government  at  this  time,  said 
Miss  Hughes.  “Equality  in  pay  and  in 
jobs  for  blacks  is  far  below  that  of  the 
whites.” 

“The  condition  of  the  blacks  is 
deplorable,”  said  Miss  Mott. 

With  a  population  of  25  million 
blacks  and  four  million  whites  the 
situation  becomes  even  more  complex. 
“Never  have  so  few  done  so  much  for 
so  many,”  said  Miss  Hughes.  “Those 
four  million  support  the  whole  of 
South  Africa.” 

Contrary  to  press  reports,  the  South 
African  government  is  aware  of  the 
problems,  continued  Miss  Hughes. 
“And  the  problems  are  not  new. 
Inequality  has  been  an  issue  for  a  long 
time.” 

The  unrest  in  the  township  of 
Soweto  is  caused  by  second  and  third 


generation  blacks  who  have  left  their 
homelands,  moved  to  the  urban  areas 
of  the  township  and  have  been  exposed 
to  the  white  culture,  she  said. 

“They  have  been  awakened  to  their 
position.  They  are  younger, 
enlightened,  de-tribalized  people,  who 
are  too  educated  to  be  black  and  too 
uneducated  to  be  white.  They  are 
conscious  of  the  inequalities,”  said  Miss 
Hu^es. 

“The  activating-  excuse  for  the 
unrest,”  said  Miss  Nelson,  “is  because 
in  the  schools  the  blacks  were  being 
forced  to  learn  to  speak  Afrikaans,  one 
of  the  national  languages,  by  white 
Dutch  descendants.  As  a  final  blow  this 
became  a  front,  an  excuse  for  the  riots. 
Student  began  to  bum  banks  and 
stores,  prevented  others  from  going  to 
work  or  leaving  the  township  until  they 
gave  the  “Black  power”  sign  and  began 
dissension  among  the  old  blacks  who 
supported  the  white  regime.”

abroad  until  April,  when  he  was  named 
Chou’s  successor  as  premier  and  first 
vice  chairman  of  the  party. 

Until  then,  it  was  generally  assumed 
abroad  that  First  Vice  Premier  Teng 
Hsiao-ping,  a  moderate  like  Chou, 
would  be  the  successor  to  both  Chou 
and  Mao.  Hua’s  advancement  was 
accompanied  by  the  dismissal  of  Teng 
and  accusations  that  he  was  following 
the  “capitalist  road.”  Foreign  observers 
concluded  that  the  moderates  and  the 


radicals  led  by  Mao’s  wife,  Chiang 
Ching,  were  at  war,  and  Hua  was 
considered  a  compromise  choice. 

Hua  is  from  Mao’s  home  province, 
Hunan.  An  agricultural  specialist,  he 
was  vice  governor  of  the  province  from 
1958  to  1967.  He  came  through  the 
1966-69  Cultural  Revolution  purge 
unscathed,  becoming  vice  chairman  of 
the  provincial  revolutionary  committee 
which  took  over  the  provincial 
government. 

Hua  was  named  to  the  party  Central 
Committee  in  1969.  He  took  a  leading 
part  in  the'  investigation  of  the  alleged 
plot  against  Mao’s  life  by  the  late 
Defense  Minister  Lin  Piao  in  1971.

Democrat  asks 
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A  call  for  the  Republican  candidate  for 
County  Commission  to  withdraw  from,  the 
race  because  of  conflict  of  interest  with 
Utah  County  has  been  leveled  by  Allen  D. 
Warner,  Democratic  candidate  for  the  office. 

Warner  accused  Kenneth  Pinegar,  his 
opponent  for  the  two-year  spot,  in  a 
published  statement  released  to  news  media. 

The  accusations  involve  the  transfer  of  a 
waste  collection  facility  from  Pinegar  to 
Utah  County. 

The  facility  was  built  by  Pinegar,  who  is  a 
general  contractor,  Pinegar  said. 

Pinegar,  replying  to  the  charges,  stated 
Monday  that  “Mr.  Warner’s  assertions 
demonstrate  a  total  lack  of  understanding 
concerning  issues  facing  Utah  County.” 

The  transfer  operation  was  originally 
leased  from  Pinegar  by  Devon  Industries, 
which  had  a  contract  with  Utah  County  to 
collect  solid  waste,  recycling  it  and  trucking 
it  to  the  county  landfill. 

Piiiegar  said  that  the  county  entered  into 
an  agreement  with  Devon  Industries  in  1975 
to  purchase  the  land  from  him  if  Devon  ever 
failed. 

Devon  subsequently  failed  and  the  county 
commission  was  asked  by  Pinegar  to  exercise 
the  option  and  to  purchase  the  installation. 

The  installation  is  a  gathering  point  for 
garabe  pf  the  southern  Utah  County  area 
before  being  removed  to  the  county’s 
landfills. 

On  Sept.  13,  Pinegar  met  with  the  county 
commission  to  request  that  the  land  be 
transferred  to  the  county  and  that  it  be 
executed  as  soon  as  possible  because  of  his 
participation  in  county  elections. 


Warner  said  that  his  constitutes  a  conflict 
of  interest  on  Pinegar’s  part. 

“That’s  the  only  thing  that  I  feel  like  is 
wrong-that  he  has  a  conflict  of  interest,” 
Warner  said. 

He  said  he  thought  that  Government 
should  ,  not  underwrite  any  private 
enterprise,  which  he  feels  that  the  agreement 
between  Utah  County  and  Devon  Industries 
constitutes. 


The  facilities  have  since  been  purchased, 
according  to  Pinegar,  at  less  than  the 
appraised  value. 

However,  Warner  states  that  he  has 
heard  nothing  about  the  purchase.  He  says 
that  the  County  Commission  only  signed  a 
letter  of  intent  regarding  the  sale. 

According  to  Commissioner  Karl  R. 
Lyman,  the  property  was  purchased  from 
Pinegar  several  weeks  ago. 

Lyman  said  Monday  that  the  original 
contract  specified  that  Utah  County  would 
buy  the  land  if  Devon  Industries  failed. 

Some  time  later,  the  county  attorney 
changed  the  wording  of  the  contract  from 
“shall  buy  the  land”  to  “may  buy  the  land,” 
according  to  Lyman. 

On  the  strength  of  the  original  contract, 
the  land  was  purchased  from  Pinegar,  he 
said. 

Pinegar  said  Monday  that  “My  relationship 
with  Utah  County  has  been  completely 
open,  and  all  of  the  transactions  have  been 
conducted  in  public  meetings.” 

Meanwhile,  Warner  called  for  the  ceasing 
of  all  further  negotiations  with  Pinegar  until 
the  matter  can  be  aired. 

“If  I’m  wrong.  I’ll  gladly  apologize  to  Mr. 
Pinegar,  but  I  don’t  think  I’m  wrong,” 
Warner  said. 
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Life-saving  class  to  be  offered

The  course  will  consist  of  seven  three-hour  classes,  according  to 
Ralph  West,  course  instructor. 

Those  successfully  completing  the  course  will  receive  the 
American  Red  Cross  life-saving  certificate,  which  is  a  pre-requisite 
to  any  life  guarding  tasks,  said  West. 

To  be  eligible,  the  individual  must  be  proficient  swimmer  and 
must  register  with  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  in  the 
Provo  City  building.  The  fee  is  $15.  Registered  students  should 
bring  to  class  their  receipt,  a  swim  suit  and  towel,  said  West. 


Gunmen  raid  Syrian  embassies 

Palestinian  gunmen  raided  the  Syrian  embassies  in  Italy  and 
Pakistan  Monday  in  an  apparently  concerted  campaign  of  revenge 
for  Syria’s  intervention  against  Palestinian  guerrillas  in  the 
Lebanese  civil  war. 

In  Rome,  three  men  with  sub-machine  guns  and  grenades  strode 
into  the  embassy  in  the  fashionable  Parioli  district,  shot  and 
seriously  wounded  a  diplomat  and  held  five  hostages  for  two 
hours  before  surrendering  to  police. 

In  Islanabad,  Pakistan,  three  Palestinians  attacked  the  Syrian 
embassy  and  ambassador’s  residence  but  were  intercepted  by 
police,  informed  sources  said. 

Unconfirmed  reports  said  one  of  the  raiders  was  killed  and  the 
other  two  were  wounded  in  the  ensuing  gun  battle. 

The  Palestinians  also  lobbed  a  grenade  into  a  room  of  Syrian 
Ambassador  Mohammed  Shahir  Dreli’s  house  but  no  one  was 
injured  in  the  blast,  the  sources  said. 

20  die  in  Rhodesian  upsurge 

SALISBURY,  Rhodesia  —  An  upsurge  in  fighting  even  as  blacks 
and  whites  prepare  for  talks  on  Rhodesia’s  future  has  killed  10 
black  guerrillas  and  10  civilians,  the  government  reported 
Monday. 

Government  security  chiefs  also  said  guerrillas  had  shot  three 
black  civilians  whose  bodies  were  found  roped  together.  The 
initial  report  gave  no  further  detail  and  it  was  unclear 
immediately  whether  the  victims  were  three  black  nationalists 
missing  since  last  week. 

Irish  mob  attacks  group's  leaders 

BELFAST,  Northern  Ireland  —  An  angry  mob  of  Roman 
Catholics  punched  and  kicked  the  two  leaders  of  the  Women’s 
Peace  Movement  and  destroyed  their  cars  while  the  women  took 
refuge  in  a  Belfast  church. 

Betty  Williams  and  Mairead  Corrigan  tried  to  address  a  meeting 
of  the  Turf  Lodge  Tenants  Association.  The  meeting  was  called 
Sunday  ^to  protest  the  death  earlier  in  the  day  of  a  13-year-old 
boy  hit  in  the  head  by  a  British  soldier’s  plastic  bullet. 

Settlement  in  UAW  strike  clouded 

DETROIT  -  Chances  for  a  quick  end  to  the  28-day-old  Ford 
Motor  Co.  strike  were  clouded  Monday  as  a  tentative  contract 
settlement  faced  rejection  by  rebellious  United  Auto  Workers’ 
skilled  tradesmen. 

Union  leaders  have  given  the  25,000  tradesmen  veto  rights  on 
the  new  three-year  accord  even  if  a  majority  of  the  145,000  UAW 
production  workers  at  the  No  2  auto  maker  ratify  the  agreement. 

“There’s  no  question  it’ll  be  a  close  vote,”  one  union  official 
conceded  after  early  returns  showed  tradesmen  turning  down  the 
proposed  pact  by  a  narrow  margin.  “We  remain  hopeful  it  will  be 
approved,  but  the  outcome  is  uncertain,”  the  officid  added. 

Mandate  to  fire  aviation  chief? 

WASHINGTON  -Former  Federal  Aviation  Administrator 
Alexander  P.  Butterfield  said  Monday  that  President  Ford  took 
office  with  a  mandate  to  fire  him. 

Presidential,  Press  Secretary  ^on  Nessen  disagreed,  however, 
terming  as  “just  ludicrous”,  suggestions  that  there  had  been  any 
agreement  by  Ford  to  fire  Butterfield. 

Butterfield,  who  first  revealed  the  existance  of  the  White  House 
taping  system  in  congressional  testimony,  said  that  the  decision 
that  he  should  be  fired  was  made  "by  then  President  Richard  M. 
Nixon. 
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U.S.  deal  to  give  Israel 
antitank  missile  system 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The  United 
States  has  agreed  to  give  Israel  a  new, 
extremely  sophisticated  missile  system 
for  use  primarily  in  antitank  warfare, 
Israeli  and  U.S.  sources  said  Monday.. 

The  deal  does  not  involve  an 
increase  in  the  cost  of  American 
military  aid  now  scheduled  for  Israel, 
but  will  make  new  weapons  available 
that  were  not  previously  offered. 

Israel  is  now  set  to  receive  $1.5 
billion  in  direct  military  aide  plus 
another  $800  million  in  economic 
assistance. 

The  new  program  involves  a 
top-secret  antitank  missile  system 
within  that  financial  framework, 
according  to  an  Israeli  official. 

Presidential  press  secretary  Ron 
Nessen  confirmed  that  the  U.S.  would 
give  Israel  “certain  additional  items  of 
military  hardware,”  adding  that  “it  is 
in  our  interest  to  sell  these  goods.” 


Nessen  declined  to  spell  out  what 
the  new  equipment  would  be,  though 
some  details  were  obtained  from 
sources  elsewhere. 

Sources  from  both  governments, 
including  White  House  officials,  ruled 
out  any  Israeh  acquisition  of  the 
Pershing  missile,  however.  The 
Pershing  is  a  tactical  system  capable  of 
carrying  nuclear  weapons. 

Word  of  the  development  was 
confirmed  as  Israeli’s  deputy  Prime 
Minister,  Yigal  Allon,  conferred  with 
President  Ford.  After  that  session, 
Allon  said  that  his  nation  seeks  no  new 
basic  arms  agreement  to  supplant  the 
“very  satisfactory”  flow  it  tdready  has 
from  the  United  States. 

“There  isn’t  a  new  arms  agreement” 
in  the  works,  Allen  told  reporters  at 
the  White  House  after  his  hour-long 
meeting  with  the  President. 

“The  flow  of  supplies  we’re  looking 
for  is  very  satisfactory,”  said  Allon.

U.S.  Steel  to  comply 
with  rules  on  clean  air 


PITTSBURGH  (AP)  -  U.S.  Steel 
Corp.  said  Monday  it  will  comply  with 
clean  air  standards  at  its  Clairton  plant, 
a  project  the  firm  said  might  cost  as 
much  as  $600  million. 

The  company  said  compliance  with 
local,  state  and  federal  clean  air  levels 
at  the  world’s  biggest  coke  plant  by 
1  9  83  would  involve  costly 
modernization  or  reduced  production 
or  a  combination  of  the  two. 

U.S.  Steel’s  agreement  was  designed 
to  end  long-standing  air  pollution  suits 
against  the  company. 

“We  are  relieved  that  an  agreement 
has  finally  been  reached,”  said  U.S. 


Steel  Chairman  Edgar  B.  Speer  in  a 
statement  prepared  for  release  today. 

Speer  said  the  settlement  would  cost 
more  than  $600  million.  However,  a 
company  spokesman  later  explained 
that  sum  would  be  spent  only  if  all 
provisions  for  new  construction  or 
rehabilitation  of  existing  equipment  are 
fully  implemented. 

“There  is  no  commitment  to  spend  X 
number  of  dollars,”  the  spokesman 
added.  “We  have  a^eed  to  comply 
through  three  basic  ways:  either 
prebuilding,  building  new  or  phasing 
some  things  out.”

Some  disappointments 

The  Sounds  of  Freedom  and  Young  Ambassadors 
were  disappointing  because  of  some  glaring  mistakes. 
These  groups  have  outstanding  reputations,  but  they 
did  not  come  across  as  well  as  expected. 

Sounds  opened  the  show  with  a  light  number  from 
the  musical  “Oklahoma”  called  “Next  to  Lovin’  I 
Like  Rightin’.”  The  number  set  the  pace,  but  some  of 
the  dancers  faltered  and  fell. 

Young  Ambassadors  appeared  later  in  the  show 
with  a  medley  from  the  popular  “Saturday’s 
Warrior.”  Unfortunately  the  small  center  stage 
became  overcrowaed  witn  singers  and  dancers.  It  was 
hard  to  tell  which  were  supposed  to  be  the  focal 
point.  It  seemed  the  performers  were  competing,  and 
that  detracted  from  the  smooth,  moving  melodies. 

Pace  interrupted 

Frolics  ’76  broke  away  from  the  traditional  format 
by  including  the  Philharmonic  Orchestra  and  the  A 
Capella  Choir.  The  Choir  fit  into  the  program  and 
served  as  a  transition  into  some  of  the  serious 
numbers. 

However,  the  Orchestra  seemed  out  of  place.  Their 
complex  performance  interrupted  the  fast  pace  of  the 
show  and  really  belonged  in  the  Madsen  Recital  Hall. 
Melinda  Moody  played  a  difficult  solo  in  “Rhapsody 
in  Blue”  and  deserved  the  audience’s  standing 
"’"'tion.  The  Philharmonic  Orchestra  is  professionally 
at  the  top,  but  it  did  not  belong  in  a  show  called 
Frolics. 

Mark  Bachan,  a  pre-law  student  from  Denver,  Colo., 
was  the  master  of  ceremonies.  He  attempted  to  bring 
the  show  to  life,  but  would  have  done  better  with  a 
little  less  dramatic  charm. 

Some  successes 

There  were  some  unexpected  delights  and  some 
completely  professional  performances.  The  highlight 
of  Frolics  was  Synthesis  which  served  as  the  one 
thread  of  synergism.  Synthesis  held  the  show  together 
and  excited  the  audience  with  their  rousing  “La 
Fiesta.”  Newell  Daeley  not  only  directed  Synthesis, 
but  carried  the  whole  show. 

Lamanite  Generation  effectively  combined  their 
contemporary  motion  with  meaningful  messages 
about  life  and  tradition.  Alberta  Maize  typified  the 
Lamanite  movement  toward  a  full,  complete  life 
coupled  with  a  renewed  pride  in  heritage  and 
tradition.  Her  facial  expressions  represented  the  old 
“cigar  store”  Indian  until  she  broke  into  the 'radiant 
smile  of  the  new,  modern  Lamanite. 

Sunshine  Express  is  new  to  most  of  BYU.  They 
weren’t  as  polished  as  some  of  the  other  groups  of 
singers  and  dancers  from  the  past,  but  their  efforts 
were  simple  and  enjoyable.

According  to  Dr.  Cahoon,  there  are 
approximately  260  children  involved  in 
the  program  with  a  waiting  list  of 
nearly  600.  In  the  two  years  it  has  been 
in  effect  no  parents  have  dropped  the 
course  as  a  result  of  the  program,  he 
said. 

He  said.  “The  present  program  is 
designed  with  alternative  delivery 
systems  so  that  parents  may  select  the 
method  most  convenient  to  their  time 
and  interest.  If  none  of  these  options 
fit  we’ll  build  one  to  fit  them.” 

He  said  parents  do  not  have  a  choice 
as  to  whether  or  not  they  will 
participate  but  do  have  options  to 
select  from  as  to  how  they  will 
participate. 

With  each  of  the  options  the  parents 
use  a  workbook  which  includes 
activities  designed  to  help  the  parents. 
“Telhng  is  not  always  teaching,”  said 


Dr.  Cahoon,  “and  the  workbook  makes 
the  parents  act  upon  the  principles 
they  learn.” 

According  to  Dr.  Cahoon,  the 
following  options  are  available  to 
parents: 

—Listening  to  a  set  of  audio-cassette 
tapes  which  are  in  radio-drama  form. 

-Participating  with  the  teachers  at 
the  nursery  school. 

-Attending  weekly  lectures  given  by 
graduate  students. 

—Reading  a  series  of  books  and 
answering  some  probe  questions 
designed  to  guide  their  learning. 

—Receiving  instruction  at  home  from 
practice  teachers  (the  students  visit  the 
parents’  home  each  week  for  about  45 
minutes). 

“Often  the  reason  fathers  don’t  take 
the  leadership  position  in  their  homes 
is  because  they  don’t  know  where  to 
start.  We’re  providing  guidelines  and 
helping  fathers  feel  they  can  teach,”  he 
said. 

Dr.  Cahoon  agrees  with  the  LDS 
Church’s  stand  that  the  strongest 
influence  on  the  child  is  his  home  and 
parents.  “We’re  assisting  parents  to  be 
more  of  what  they  want  to  be,”  he 
said.

“I  feel  the  rioting  was  extremely 
justified,”  said  Miss  MOtt,  “becuase  of 
the  conditions  of  the  blacks.

Ex-chief  of  Cambodia 
vanishes  from  scene 


HONG  KONG  (AP)  Prince  Norodom 
Sihanouk,  the  former  Cambodian  chief 
of  state  ousted  by  a  generals’  coup  in 
1970  and  returned  to  his  country  by 
victorious  Communists  last  year,  has 
dropped  from  sight. 

Since  the  54-year-old  prince  resigned 
in  April  the  Communist  Khmer  Rouge 
regime  has  provided  no  news  of  his 
whereabouts. 

Most  Cambodia  watchers  in  Bangkok 
and  Hong  Kong  feel  Sihanouk  and  his 
wife.  Princess  Monique,  are  ahve  but 
are  kept  out  of  sight  of  the  handful  of 
Communist  bloc  diplomats  accredited 
to  the  strict  Cambodian  Communist 
regime.  Phnom  Penh  radio  has  not 
mentioned  Sihanouk  since  he  resigned 
and  it  announced  then  he  had  been 
granted  an  $8,000  annual  pension. 

Letters  from  friends  and  addressed  to 


him  at  the  Cambodian  capital  of 
Phnom  Penh  are  being  returned  marked 
“addressee  unknown,”  sources  here 
and  in  Bangkok  claim. 

Reports  from  Phnom  Penh  are 
hard  to  come  by.  Even  Communist 
diplomats  are  forbidden  to  go  more 
than  50  yards  from  their  embassies 
without  a  Khmer  Rouge  escort.  A 
Chinese  plane  makes  one  round  trip  a 
week  from  Peking  to  Phnom  Penh, 
where  authorities  make  it  difficult  to 
leave. 

One  diplomat  had  to  feign  illness  to 
get  out,  a  European  colleague  said. 

Some  sources  say  Sihanouk  is  living 
near  the  royal  palace,  others  believe  he 
is  living  in  Takhmau,  a  Phnom  Penh 
suburb,  three  miles  south  of  the  center 
of  the  capital.  One  report  said  he 
shaved  his  head  last  June.

Bob  Dole,  the  GOP  vice  presidential 
nominee,  was  in  Washington  to  consult  with 
Ford.  Sen.  Walter  F.  Mondale  was 
completing  a  two-day  campaign  trip 
thorough  New  Jersey  and  New  York,  where 
he  also  walked  in  a  Columbus  Day  parade 
down  Fifth  Avenue. 

Mondale  also  called  on  Sen.  Hubert 
Humphrey,  his  fellow  Minnesotan  and 
political  mentor,  who  is  in  a  New  York 
hospital  recuperating  from  surgery  tO' 
remove  a  cancerous  bladder. 

Presidential  Press  Secretary  Ron  Nessen, 
meanwhile,  confirmed  that  the  United  States 
has  agreed  to  furnish  Israel  with  some  new 
military  hardware,  which  other  sources  said 
is  a  highly  sophisticated  missile  guidance 
system  for  use  in  anti-tank  warfare,  as  part 
of  a  pending  $1.5  billion  military  aid 
package. 

Word  of  the  development  was  confirmed 
as  Ford  met  with  Israel’s  deputy  prime 
minister,  Yigal  Allon.  Officials  on  both  sides 
denied  there  was  any  connection  between 
the  new  weapons  deal  and  a  bid  for  Jewish 
votes  in  the  election. 

Observers  noted  that  President  Lyndon  B. 
Johnson  announced  just  before  election  day 
in  1968  that  the  United  States  would  sell  F4 
Phantoms  to  Israel  for  the  first  time,  and 
that  President  Richard  Nixon  provided  two 
additional  squadrons  of  Phantoms  to  Israel 
just  before  the  1972  election. 


EVEREST  BASE  CAMP,  Nepal  (AP) 
—  Members  of  the  American 
Bicentennial  Everest  Expedition 
headed  back  to  base  camp  today  after 
100-mile-per-hour  winds  and  numbing 
cold  forced  cancellation  of  an  attempt 
to  put  a  second  team  on  top  of  the 
world’s  tallest  mountain. 

Dr.  Chris  Chandler  and  Robert 
Cormack  made  it  to  the  29,028-foot 
summit  Friday  afternoon,  but 
expedition  leader  Phil  Trimble  decided 
Sunday  to  call  off  an  assault  by  the 
three-man  second  team. 

“We  have  decided  to  abandon  the 
mountain,”  Trinjble  said  from  Camp  2, 
at  21,000  feet.  “It’s  very  windy  and 
cold  and  the  weather  seems  to  be 
getting  worse.  A  second  summit 
attempt  is  not  worth  the  risks  it  would 
entail.” 

Winds  of  more  than  100  miles  were 
reported  above  26,000  feet,  with 
temperatures  dropping .  to  20  below 
zero  Fahrenheit. 

The  second  team  —  Gerry  Roach,  33, 
of  Boulder,  Colo.;  Rick  Ridgeway,  26, 
of  Malibu,  Calif.;  and  Hans  Bruyntjes 
of  The  Netherlands  -  were  at  Camp  4, 
at  24,500  feet.  They  had  been 
scheduled  to  make  the  attempt  today 
or  Tuesday,  but  instead  will  head  for 
Camp  2. 

The  other  nine  American  climbers 
were  already  back  at  the  base  camp  or 
on  their  way  down  from  Camp  2. 

Chandler,  28,  a  physician  from 
Seattle,  and  Cormack,  30,  a  pilot  and 
physics  teacher  from  Boulder,  Colo., 
were  reported  in  good  condition. 

The  Nepalese  Foreign  Ministry  in 
Katmandu  reported  that  CBS  television 
cameraman  Mike  Hoover,  32,  was  ill, 
but  the  nature  and  seriousness  of  his 
illness  was  not  known. 

Hoover  had  followed  the  climbers 
up  to  26,200  feet  and  was  back  at 
Camp  2  on  Sunday.

They 
were  selected  by  the  landlords  in  the 
community. 

The  housing  adjustment  board  offers 
students  and  landlords  an  opportunity  to 
resolve  their  housing  problems  outside  the 
civil  courts,  Oviatt  explained. 

Students  and  landlords  are  encouraged  to 
contact  the  BYU  Housing  Office  if  they  are 
unable  to  resolve  housing  problems.  Oviatt 
said  the  housing  office  will  work  with  both 


parties  in  a  dispute  to  find  a  workable 
solution  to  the  problem.  If  no  solution  can 
be  reached,  the  case  may  be  referred  to  the 
Housing  Adjustment  Board,  he  said. 

The  board  will  review  and  consider  aU 
facts  and  information  provided  by  both 
parties.  It  will  then  make  a  ruling  on  the 
resolution  of  the  case,  Oviatt  said.  Their 
decision  is  final  and  binding  on  both  parties 
in  the  case,  he  added. 

Oviatt  said  that  most  student-landlord 
problems  can  be  resolved  without  going 
before  the  Housing  Adjustment  Board. 
During  the  1975-76  school  year  2,109 
written  complaints  were  processed  and 
resolved  by  the  housing  office  staff.  Only  15 
cases  went  before  the  board,  he  said. 

“The  biggest  problem  between  students 
and  landlords  is  a  lack  of  communication,” 
Oviatt  said.  “If  a  student  and  landlord  will 
sit  down  and  discuss  problems  they  can 
usually  find  a  solution.”

Draw!  The  gunslingers  go  for  their  guns.  But  then 
to  the  audience’s  disbelief  and  disgust,  the  gunslingers 
purposely  miss  each  other.  They  shake  hands;  the  sun 
sets,  and  the  credits  come  on  the  screen. 

The  audience  leaves  feeling  cheated,  just  like  it  did 
when  Ohio  State  and  UCLA  played  for  (not  to)  a 
10-10  tie. 

Put  guns  away 

Buckeye  Coach  Hayes  and  Bruin  Coach  Donahue 
both  put  their  guns  away  and  half-heartedly  finished 
out  the  game.  The  gun  sounded;  the  coaches  shook 
hands  and  three  hours  are  wasted. 

Tuesday  morning  comes  and  the  polls  show  that 
the  two  schools  were  each  dropped  a  notch  or  two, 
but  the  game;  really  means  nothing. 

Nebraska  was  tied  by  Louisiana  State  the  first  game 
of  the  season.  The  Cornhuskers  quickly  moved  back 
up  the  polls  after  a  week’s  probation.  Pollsters  usually 
ignore  ties. 

Oklahoma  and  Texas  had  to  settle  for  a  6-6  tie  last 
Saturday.  A  missed  extra  point  cost  Oklahoma  the 
victory.  Texas  was  in  command  the  whole  game.  One 
can  bet  those  two  teams  wanted  to  keep  going  after 
the  final  gun  and  settle  on  a  winner.

The  team  was  awarded  the  national 
championship  in  one  poll.  In  each  game,  the  crowd 
got  what  it  paid  to  see— a  winner. 

However,  it  is  not  always  possible  to  decide  a  game 
on  a  two-point  conversion  in  the  waning  seconds  of  a 
game.  If  BYU  had  not  connected  on  a  big  bomb  in 
the  last  five  seconds  against  Arizona  two  weeks  ago, 
the  Cougars  would  have  had  to  settle  for  a  tie. 

College  football  needs  to  take  action  like  pro 
football  did  last  year.  An  extra  quarter  of  sudden 
death  football  was  added  in  the  event  of  a  tie. 

The  pros  give  teams  1 5  more  minutes  to  decide  on 
a  winner.  The  first  team  to  score  wins.  A  toss  of  a 
coin  decides  who  gets  the  ball  first. 

Basketball  has  five-minute  overtime  periods  until  a 
winner  emerges.  Baseball  has  extra  innings. 

Needs  overtime  period 

It  is  even  more  important  that  college  football  have 
an  overtime  period.  NCAA  baseball  and  basketball 
both  have  a  tournament  to  decide  on  a  national 
champion. 

But  college  football  is  decided  by  the  regular 
schedule  and  one  bowl  game.  Every  game  counts,  or 
at  least  it  should. 

There  is  a  saying  that  a  tie  is  the  same  as  a  loss. 
Someone  forgot  to  tell  Woody,  Terry  and  the 
pollsters.

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Simpson’s  1974 


Bell  may  top  record

Anything  O.J.  Simpson  can  do, 
Ricky  Bell  apparently  can  do  better. 

Not  satisfied  with  erasing  Simpson’s 
University  of  Southern  California  and 
Pacific-8  Conference  rushing  records 
last  season.  Bell  is  on  his  way  to 
becoming  college  football’s  first 
2,000-yard  runner,  a  figure  O.J. 
reached  in  1974  in  setting  a  National 
Football  League  record. 

As  the  result  of  an  incredible 
347-yard  performance  in  1 1  th-ranked 
Southern  Cal’s  23-14  triumph  over 
Washington  State  Saturday  night.  Bell 
has  rushed  for  1,008  yards  in  five 
games  —  only  Cornell’s  Ed  Marinaro 
with  1,026  yards  in  1971  has  done 
better  -  and  has  six  games  remaining 
to  smash  the  record  of  1,881  yards 
Marinaro  set  in  nine  games  that  season. 
It  took  Simpson  14  games  to  set  the 
NFL  mark  of  2,003  yards  in  1974. 

Bell  wasn’t  the  only  standout  runner 
over  the  weekend.  Pitt’s  Tony  Dorsett 
rushed  for  130  yards  and  became  the 
second  leading  ground-  gainer  in 
history  as  the  second-ranked  Panthers 
trimmed  Louisville  27-6. 

Elsewhere,  President  Ford’s  visit  to 
the  annual  rumble  between 
third-ranked  Oklahoma  and  No.  16 
Texas  in  the  fence-straddling  neutral 
surroundings  of  Dallas  was  a  success. 
Nobody  lost  the  game  -  it  ended  6-6, 
—  so  nobody’s  mad  at  the  President  in 
a  re-election  year. 

Nine  teams  saw  their  perfect  records 
ended,  reducing  the  number  of 
unbeaten-untied  major  colleges  to  just 
10.  They  are  —  alphabetically  — 
Colgate,  East  Carolina,  Long  Beach 
State,  Maryland,  McNeese  State, 
Michigan,  Pitt,  Rutgers,  Southwestern 
Louisiana  and  Texas  Tech. 

Top-rated  Michigan  continued  to 
roll,  with  a  42-10  rout  of  Michigan 
State  as  Rob  Lytle  rushed  for  180 
yards,  including  a  75-yard  scoring 
gallop,  and  Harlan  Huckleby  tallied 
three  times.  Tim  Ellis  was  in  on  two 
second-period  touchdowns  —  a 
five-yard  run  and  a  36-yard  pass  to  Reg 
Woullard  -  as  Mississippi  surprised 


Georgia  21-17.

Seventh-ranked  Maryland  set  an 
Atlantic  Coast  Conference  record  by 
defeating  North  Carolina  State  1 6-6  for 
its  16th  consecutive  ACC  victory, 

Charlie  Weatherbie  engineered 
Oklahoma  State’s  21-14  upset  of 
Kansas  with  a  51 -yard  pass  that  set  up 


one  touchdown  and  a  25-yard  strike  to 
Sam  Lisle  for  the  winner.  Laveme 
Smith  gained  78  yards  to  pass  Gale 
Sayers  and  John  Rigans  and  became 
Kansas’  career  rushing  leader  with 
2,726. 

Ninth-ranked  Missouri',  which 
doesn’t  feel  right  unless  it’s  on  one  end 
of  an  upset,  almost  tripped  over  lowly 
Kansas  State.  But  the  Tigers  eked  out  a 
28-21  triumph  on  a  10-yard  run  by  Leo 
Lewis  in  the  third  period  and  Rich 
Dansdill’s  31-yard  burst  midway 
through  the  final  quarter.

Benton  Hart  set  a  new  course  record 
to  lead  BYU  to  a  runaway  victory  in 
the  Weber  State  Invitational  Cross 
Country  Meet  Saturday 

BYU  grabbed  five  of  the  first  seven 
places  and  finished  with  the  low  score 
of  20.  The  Cougars  were  followed  by 
Utah  with  55,  Weber  State  82,  Ricks 
College  120,  Idaho  State  126,  and 
Wyoming  130. 

Hart  broke  the  five-mile  course 
record  by  16  seconds.  He  was  timed  in 
23:49,  breaking  the  old  record  of 
24:05  held  by  A1  Yardley  of  Weber 
State. 

Demetrio  Cabanhlas  of  BYU  also 
broke  the  course  record,  finishing  right 
behind  Hart  in  23:51. 

Cougar  harriers  Arthur  Redhair, 
Henry  Marsh  and  Jay  Woods  took 
fourth,  sixth  and  seventh  respectively. 

Utah  runners  Rick  Adams  and 
Guadarrama  Octavio  nabbed  the  other 
top  spots,  taking  third  and  fifth. 

Rounding  out  the  top  10  were  Geri 
Kvemua  of  Wyoming,  Keenan  Hart  of 
BYU  and  Jorge  Ruiz  of  Weber  State. 

BYU  assistant  cross  country  Coach 
Gustavo  Ibarra  said,  “We  are  coming 


along  very  well.”  Then  he  added,  “The 
team  is  estabhshing  itself  as  the  best  in 
BYU  history.” 

Ibarra  said  the  team  is  balanced  and 
is  in  good  shape. 

The  Cougars  are  preparing  to 
challenge  Texas-El  Paso  for  the  league 
championship  on  Nov.  13  in  Tempe, 
Ariz.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  -  Warning: 
a  University  of  Utah  professor  of 
audiology  has  determined  that  loud 
noises  and  drinking  may  be  hazardous 
to  your  ears. 

Martin  Robinette  said  results  of  a 
six-week  study  he  conducted  at  Wayne 
State  University  show  the  stapedius 
muscle  of  the  middle  ear,  which 
normally  contracts  to  protect  the 
eardrum  from  loud  noises,  doesn’t 
operate  as  well  when  a  person  is  tipsy. 

Robinette  said,  “a  person  has  a 
,  greater  risk  of  hearing  loss  from  noise 
when  there  is  alcohol  in  the  system.” 


Utah  is  losing  close  to  $2  million  a 
year  in  potential  sales  and  excise  taxes 
on  retail  sales  at  military  posts, 
according  to  the  Utah  Foundation,  a 
private  :non-profit’.  public  service 
agency. 

Tbtal  tax  loss  to  all  states  and  local 
governments  across  the  nation  is 
estimated  at  $300  million  a  year  in 
sales  and  excise  taxes,  and  another  $94 
million  in  income  tax. 

The  special  tax-exempt  status  of 
retail  outlets  on  military  posts  and  of 
military  personnel  is  being  restudied  in 
the  light  of  changing  conditions,  the 
foundation  noted. 

Exemptions  from  state  and  local 
sales  and  excise  taxes  on  sales  made 
through  military  commissaries  and  post 


exchanges  were  instituted  partially  to 
compensate  military  personnel  for 
lower  pay  scales  than  their 
counterparts  in  civilian  life. 

State  income  tax  losses  are  due  to 
provisions  in  federal  law  that  exempt 
military  personnel  from  paying  state 
income  tax  in  any  but  the  legal 
residence  state.  States,  have  very  little 
information  on  their  residents  who  are 
stationed  on  military  posts  outside 
their  borders.  “The  danger  of  double 
taxation  could  be  avoided  through 
provisions  for  credits  against  tax 
obligations  in  one  state  for  taxes  paid 
on  the  same  income  in  another  state,” 
the  Foundation  said.

“American  big-businessmen  are  lining 
up  at  the  Kremlin  taking  orders  for 
supplies,”  he  said,”  doing  what  Lenin 
said  they  would  do;  setting  the  rope  to 
hang  themselves  with.” 

Anderson  warned,  “The  nation  is 
headed  toward  complete  bankruptcy, 
triple-digit  inflation,  chaos,  revolution 
and  dictatorship  if  federal  expenditures 
continue  to  increase.  In  the  past  15 
years,  the  federal  budget  has  increased 
by  500  per  cent,  and  the  federal 
funding  deficit  has  increased  by  700 
per  cent.” 

The  American  party  would  make  it 
illegal  to  incur  any  budget  deficit 
except  in  time  of  declared  war,  he  said. 

Anderson  also  expressed  opposition 
to  the  present  progressive  income  tax 
System.  “The  super  rich  and  the  poor 
are  getting  a  free  ride.”

Matheson  by  seven 
percentage  points. 

The  poll,  taken  for 
the  Salt  Lake  Tribune  by 
Bardsley  and  Haslacher, 
Inc.,  gives  Romney  44 
per  cent,  Matheson  37 
per  cent,  and  Concerned 
Citizens  candidate  Betty 
Bates  and  American 
party  candidate  L.S. 
Brown  each  2  per  cent. 
Fifteen  per  cent  are 
listed  as  undecided.
